The Presi- 
dent to-day issued his proclamation 
naming Thursday, November 30 
next, as a day for Thanksgiving. 
The proclomation follows: 

By the President of the United 
States of America. 

A proclamation: 

When nearly three centuries age 
the first settlers came to the country 
which has now become this great re- 
public they confronted not only 
hardship and privation, but terrible 
risk to their lives. In those grim 
years the custom grew of setting 
spart one day in each year for a 
special service of thanksgiving to 
the Almighty for preserving the 
people through the changing seasons. 
Thc'custom has now liecome national 
and hallowed by immemorial usage. 
We live in easier and more plentiful 
times than our forefathers, the men 
who aith rugged strength faced the 
rugged days; and yet the dangers to 
national life are quite as great now 
as at any previous time in our histo- 
ry. It is eminently fitting that once 
a year our people should set apart a 
day for praise and thanksgiving t ) 
the giver of good, and at the same 
time that they express their thank- 
fulness for the abundant mercies re- 
ceived, should manfully acknowledge 
their shortcomings and pledge them- 
selves, solemnly and in good faith to 
strive to overcome them. During 
the past year we have been ble.wed 
with bountiful crops. 

Our business prosperity bus been 
great. N > other people have ever 
stood on as high a level of material 
well-being a ■ ours now stands. We 
are not threatened by foes from 
without. The foes from whom we 
should pray to be delivered are our 
own passions, appetites and follies: 
and against these is always need that 
we should war. 

Therefore 1 now set apart Thurs- 
day. the 3f»th day of this November, 
as a day of thanksgiving for the past 
and of prayer for the future, and on 
that day 1 ask that throughout the 
land the people gather in their 
homes and places of worship, and 
in rendering thanks unto the most 
high for the manifold blessings of 
the past year, conse Tate themselves 
to a life of cleanlines honor and wis- 
dom so that this nation may do its 
allotted work on the earth in a man- 
ner worthy of those who founded it 
and of those who preserved it. 

In witness whereof 1 have hereun- 
to set my hand und caused the seal 
of the United States to beatfixed. 

Done at the City of Washington 
this second day of November, in the 
year of Our Lord one thousand nine 
hundred and five, and of the inde- 
pendence of the United Slates the 
one hundred and thirtieth.

Great Submarine Desert. 

Prof Alexander Agassiz. who lately 
returned from a six month cruise 
in the government sounding boat 
Albatross has discovered and 
chartered afgreat submarine desert 
covering about 2,000,000 square 
miles of the bed of the Pacific Oceon. 
The water in this desert, says Every- 
body’s Magazine is very shallow as 
compared with the great depth of 
the rest of the ocean floor. In fact 
it is a vast volcanic plateau. This is 
shown by the dredging, which are 
pieces of manganese rock volcanic 
lava rounded. by Jthe action of the 
water. Every day the Albatross 
dredging apparatus would bring up 
bushels of what now appeared to be 
peas, now potatoes, now connon 
bglls. The average [depth is 2,000 
fathoms. The ocean desert is almost 
absolutely level. That is soundings 
show but slight variation of depth. 
A curious thing, this great plain of 
desert water, without a trace of life 
plant or animal.
